The third group of internees from the 
Curragh were tried on charges arising out 
of the riot at the internment camp on 
December 14th. They were Michael J. 
Walsh, 22 Stream Hill, Dillon’s Cross, Cork ; 
Timothy Collins, 32 Lower Glanmire road, 
Cork; William Mahony, 52 North Main 
street, Cork; Daniel Aherne, Newmarket, 
Co. Clare; Thomas Lynch, Ballylongford, 
Listowel, Co. Kerry; Daniel Callaghan, Ard- 
fert, Knockanaugh, Co. Kerry, and Patrick 
Shannon, Ballygaddy road, Tuam, Co. 
Galway. 

All were charged with conspisacy to set 
fire to huts at the internment camp and with 
setting them on fire. 

Aherne pleaded not guilty. The other men 
did not plead. 

Evidence similar to that at the earlier trials 
of internees was given. 

Timothy Collins and William Mahony were 
found not guilty and discharged. Aherne was 
found not guilty of conspiracy, but guilty of 
being concerned in the burning; he was put 
back until Thursday. The othe: four men 
were found guilty on both charges, and the 
following sentences were imposed :— 

Michael J. Walsh—Three years’ penal 
servitude, 

Daniel Callaghan—Two years’ imprison- 
ment. 

Thomas Lynch and Patrick Shannon— 
Eighteen months‘ imprisonment,

Our 
farmers are making sacrifices to provide 
flour, sugar and other necessaries for the 
nation, and it is not too much to expect 
that the able-bodied unemployed who get free 
plots and free seed should produce at least 
enough potatoes and other vegetables to 
meet the wants of their own families.“
